When Mr. Embury, his brother-in law, 
built the atoroin Beekman street, Abraham 
carried a hod; and afterwards pointing to

the oxtradition of the slave Anderson. It 
seoms to be a peculiarity of this oxtraordin- 
ary case, that the farther it proceeds, the 
more involved and perplexing it becomes,— 
and every fresh step instead of lessening, only 
enhances the difficulties by which it is beset, 
involving at every turn the most intrichte 
questions of international and constitutional 
law. 

It can hardly be doubted that the question 
was at first quite simple, and the whole dif- 
ficulty has arisen through the indecision and 
imbecility of our own Executive, whose duty 
it was under the ‘Treaty to have disposed of 
the matter without calling in tho assistance 
ofthe Judiciary. Ttis now pretty well known 
that the Attorney General was in favor of the 
prisoner's rendition, and Anderson would have 
been sent back to Missouri and been burnt at 
the stake long since, had he not feared the 
storm of indignation which such an anpopular 
act would have ercated throughout United 
Canada, Instead of throwing the responsi- 
bility on the shoulders of olir Judges, it would 
certainly haye been much more correct to 
have asked the opinion of the Ilome Govern- 
ment on the matter, whose decision would 
have relieved the Canadian’ Executive from 
all responsibility, and at the same time been 
a correct interpretation of the Treaty,—an 
infraction of which inyolyes not only the Pro- 
vincial but the National honor. The Attor- 
ney General did not choose to follow this 
‘constitutional course, but suggested the pro- 
priety of a Mabeas corpus, under which the 
question of Jaw would be determined, Dvery 
body knows the result. The solution of the 
difficulty is apparently now farther off than 
ever, 

As a general thing {he public have accepted 
the interpretation of our Courts without dis- 
pute, and their solemn decisions have settled 
the controversies brought under their notice. 
The judgments pronounced in this case haye 
only aggravated the dispute, and all parties 


maintain the same opinion (and even more 
firmly) of the law, that they did before the 
judgments were pronounced. “This is not sin- 
gular, when the Judges themselves differed 
‘as to the Jaw, and especially when all the no- 
bler instincts of our humanity rise in abhor- 
rence at the consequences which tmust inevi- 
tably flow from the decision of the majority. 
If that decision be the law, then with all our 
boasted freedom and independence, Canadians 
are reduced to the degraded position of slaye- 
catchers for Southern taskmasters; for that 
decision can only be predicated upon the re- 
cognition of the Slave Jaw, and our obliga- 
tions to respect and enforce it. If the dis- 
senting Judge be correct in his conclusions, 
thon we escape from the consequences of this 


collision, We have no room jn this article, 
to discuss the important principles which this 
step, on the part of the English Judges, in- 
volves; but we purpose doing #0 on a future | 
ocensiod, inthe meantine hoping that neither 
thig Honor'of the British nation nor the inde- 
pendence of the Canadian Branch, will suffer 
by the result of such proceedings.

IL PRINTING, 


From time to time during the past few 
years, attempts baye been made in the Coun- 
ty Council by ono or two of its members to 
check the extravagant and profligate expan- 
diture of the funds of the County for printing 
purposcs, but without success. Mr. McLaren 
on Lwo separate occasions before the present, 
to which we allude more particularly, brought 
up a motion that “ the County printing be put 
out to Tender.” On the first it was burked 
by a motion to adjourn; and the second time, 
it was ordered that no printing should be paid 
for without the order of the Clerk,—thus pla- 
cing the patronage in his hands. At the last 
meeting of the Council, the following extra- 
ordinary proceedings took place :— 

Mr, McLaren moved, seconded by Mr. Jones, 
“That the minutes of the Council be put ont by 
Tenders at so much per page, nod that all other 
printing whatsoever, be 'Tendered for at the 
éome rate” 

Mr. Wilton moved, seconded by Mr. Wood, 
That all afier the word “that” in the original 
resolution, be struck out,and the following aub- 
stituted :—“ That the Clerk after every session 
preparo and hand. to the printer the proceed- 
ings of the Couneil for publieation, in the ueual 
forio.””

While every 
dilapidated Bridge in the County, when about 
to be repaired, is tendered for,—every Road 
that requires work done*upon it,—the wood 
used by the County,—and every job costing 
the Vounty but a few pounds,—is put out to 
Tonder, the County printing, amounting to 
about $800 annually, is given out by tho Olerk, 
at the command of the Warden, without a 
thought of the cost. If his Honor the War- 
den, or either of the gentlemen who voted to 
allow the Olerk to hand the printing just 
_where he pleased, wished anything done for 
himself, it is very improbable he would pay 
double the price, just for the purpose of sup- 
porting a friend; but when the County funds 
are to be disposed of, certain members get 
quite liberal, Is it not a well known fact that 
large numbers of Minutes &c, are struck off 
every few months, and either lie around Shire 
Hall, or are stowed away in boxes, and never 
seen by the public, who have to pay for them ? 
Has the Coubcil not been told repeatedly by 
Mr. McLaren and others, that the work could 
be done by Tender at almost one-half the sum 
now charged,—and if done in the same man- 
ner as to stringing out, at about one-third the 
cost? Yet in the face of all this, 15 ont of 18 
yoted that Tenders should not be received!

THE DAIRY. 


A writer in Moore's Rural New Yorker 
urges the importance of dairy farming. — 
He says dairying may be divided into three 
branches—butter, cheese and milks nnd in 
one division or otber they forin the leading 
business of tho farmers upon upwards of 
twenty of the twenty-six millions of acres 
in Now York Stato. Its importance may 
bo inferred from the facts disclosed by the 
consus of 1865, which allows tha whole 
number of cows to have been 1,068,427,— 
Tie products of the year previous wero ns 
follows ;—

Theso totals, largo though they appear, 
do not by any menns represent the aggre 
gnte.of the cow's value to the farmer. 
Tho experience of tie bust ri'k-men bas 
shown that the average of cows will give 
550 gallons of milk in wyear 5 and\5 quarts 
of milk will make a pound of cured cheese, 
or 14 quarts will make a pound of butter, 
If we tuke cheese as the standard, and at 8 
cents per pound,—the current rate for many 
years past—then milk is worth fo the 
farmey one and a balf cents per quart at the 
lowest catininte, which would mnke the an 
nual prodact from the cows $35,258,001 
To the best dairy regions, and among tho 
best farmers, (he cows produce over $40 
per head annually. ‘The products of the 
duiry represented in the census, therefore, 
do not convey the true value of the cow, 
becnuso they merely refer to the amount 
sold, and not to that consumed in the fam- 
ily.
